The organization of the emancipa- 
tion party in Missouri is. accomplished. 
The persons who have put their hands to 
the work are not triflers, but many of them 
are known and honored citizens.

THE PRESIDENT AND 
THE FRIENDS. 


Waumo rox. June 90, 1568. 

The President has approved the bill secur- 
ing freedom in all the present as well as the 
future territories of the United States. 

Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune. 
June , 16. 
Rallroad bill passed the Benate | 
with five negative votes, It fixes the route to 
commence ata point on the 100th meridian 
of longitude, withing the territory of Nebras- 
ka, one branch commencing at Sioux City, 
another at a point on the western boundary of 
Iowa, which will probably be at or near Oma- 
ba City or the mouth of the Platte River, both 
these branches to be constructed by the Union 
Pacific Company, which constructs the main 
road, the Kansas branch commencing oppo- 
site Kansas City, to be constructed by a Kan- 
ses company. The Hannibal and St. Joseph 
road are authorized to form a connection with 
the Kansas branch main road to run by the 
most direct and practicable route to be loca- 
ted, subject to the spptoval of the President. 

By the House bill the road is to commence 
onthe 102d meridian, without requiring the 
terminus to be within the Territory of Ne- 
braska. Probably the House will agree to the 
Senate amendment, and the branches be the 
same in the bill as passed by both Houses, ex- 
cept ont of the House branches, which Is 
struck out by the Senate. 

In structure the bill is. mafertally altered 
by the Senate by several provisions giving ad- 
ditional safeguards for the interest of the Gov- 
ernment to insure the construction of the 
road. There is little doubt of the finale pass- 
age of the bill as passed by the Senate. 

A deputation representing the society 
Progressive Friends, mostly of Philadelphia, 
presented a memorial to the President to-day, 
asking him to issue a proclamation abolishing 
slavery througuout the land. The memorialists 
reminded the President of his spéech in 1858, 
in which he sald he did not believe that this 
country could remain half siave and half free, 
but either the lovers of slavery or the lovers 
of freedom must eventually succeed in making 
the nation all free or all slave. The President 
said: ‘J never said anything after more careful 
My opinions are the same now.”’
